Gaston Don mer true Lnds Ten­ 
sion In Paris; Twelve 
Die In Riots.

Well, I confess that I 
am thus fascinated, and ain, as I once stated in this column—a “Book 
Drunkard!” 
I have a little handful of favorite books: George Gisslng’s “Private 
Papers of Henry Ryeerott,” Michael Fairless’s “The Roadmender,” Ken­ 
neth Graliame’s “The Wind and the Willows.’’ Thoreau’s “Walden.” Haz- 
litt’s and Montaigne’s and Lamb’s Essays, W. H. Hudson’s “Green M an­ 
sions” and “Far Away and Lonp Ago,” Stevenson’s "Across the Plains,” 
Lafcadio Hearns “Interpretations” of American and English literature, 
as well as his many exquisite Japanese tales, Shakespeare’s plays, and 
Boswell s Dr. Johnson. Just to name a very few. 
Recently William Lyon Phelps brought out a book which he called 
“What I Like’’—a book of invaluable information about writers and ex­ 
tracts from their writings which Professor Phelps especially liked best. 
I 
have spent many a happy hour with this book and it has become a beloved 
companion. 
I feel sure that books have brought more happiness and comfort into 
the world than all the wealth that men have dug from the ground. 
In this connection I must not omit the Bible—the greatest of all books 
—filled with great history, philosophy, poetry, biography, and a style of 
prose that has been the model for every great writer throughout the cen­ 
turies. A university in itself of instruction upon human nature, as well 
as being a guide book for noble living. 
What shall you read? Any book which makes you happier and which 
fills you with the desire to live better and longer!

WHO IS HEAD OF A FAMILY 
A taxpayer, though single, w’ho 
supports and 
m aintains 
in 
one 
household one or more individuals 
who are closely connected with him 
by blood relationship, relationship 
by marriage, or by adoption, and 
whose right.to exercise family con­ 
trol and provide for these dependent 
individuals is based 
upon some 
moral or legal obligation, is the 
head of a family, and entitled to the 
same exemption allowed a married 
person—$2,500. Also he may claim 
a $400 credit for each dependent. 
For example, a widower who sup- 
in one housedold an aged 
mother and a daughter 17 years old 
is entitled to an exemption of $2,500 
as the head of a family, plus a credit 
of $400 for each dependent, a total 
of $3,300. The $400 credit, however, 
does not apply to the wife or hus­ 
band of a taxpayer, though one may 
be totally dependent upon the other. 
Several factors are involved in de­ 
termining whether a person who 
flies a return as the head of a family 
is to be thus classified. 
The ele­ 
ment of either legal or financial de­ 
pendency must exist. A taxpayer 
who supports in his home minor 
children over whom he exercises 
family control is classified as the 
head of a family, even though the 
children may have an income of 
their own sufficient for their main­ 
tenance. 
If he does not support 
them by reason of their own in­ 
come, but does exercise family con­ 
trol, he cannot be classed as the 
head of a family.

A twenty-point decrease in sup­ 
ply of farm labor in Pennsylvania 
and a five-point increase in demand 
for help, took place during 1933. ac­ 
cording to the federal-state crop re­ 
porting service. The potential sup­ 
ply of farm help, however, is 50 per 
cent above normal. 
Monthly farm wages both with 
and without board decreased during 
the year, and are still the lowest in 
more than thirty years. Daily wages 
increased slightly in 1933, but re­ 
main the lowest since 1910.
